It's been a long time since I printed out a bulletin on an 
electromechanical teleprinter, my remaining Model 15 machine has been in 
the garage for years. But I remember I used to print W1AW bulletins with 
it and more recently I have copied them using the KAM+ and the computer, 
and I think they still are formatted to accomodate the old equipment, 
including sending multiple LTRS or some such as a filler to give the 
carriage time to return. From where I live in western Massachusetts W1AW 


usually has a solid signal on 80 meter even in daytime; I can even copy 
their code practice on 2 meters with my handy talky if I am in the right 
place. 


There are a couple of mechanical tricks that are possible with a 
teleprinter, by setting different levers or some such (sorry I'm so 
vague, I don't have the information at hand). The one I remember best 
is the "unshift on space" which automatically puts the machine back in 
LTRS mode after a space, in case the LTRS shift gets lost in 
transmission. I believe there is also a way to make the machine 
automatically do both a CR and LF on receipt of either, and a way to 
make the carriage return automatically after a certain position is 
reached. If I recollect correctly these all involve taking a 
screwdriver to the innards of the machine.

Unfortunately, both of my Model 15 teletypes lack the auto LF/CR option. At 
first I thought the overstrike condition was being caused by a carriage 
binding at the right margin, but then I realized the machine prints perfectly 
when I read a paper tape locally. 


To my dismay, I also notice that the teleprinter goes into FIGS mode 
occassionally and doesn't return to LTRS mode for a line or two later. 

It certainly doesn't help matters when the signal decides to fade right at 
the moment that a LTRS character is being sent. 


Now, I realize something that I haven't considered before. I'm trying to copy 
a 170 Hz shifted signal with an FSC that was intended to receive signals 

with a wider shift. In may case, I'm using a relatively ‘'drifty' vacuum tube 
receiver (Marconi CSR5) which lacks the stability to properly receive a 170 
Hz signal. Its amazing that this portion of the RTTY system copies as well as 
it does. Given a wider shifted signal and crystal control in the receiver, 
copy would improve appreciably. The display that I'm seeing on the monitor 
scope may in fact, be correct for that of a 170 Hz shifted signal (ie W1AW). 


I won't know how a 850 Hz shifted signal will look on the scope until I 
generate one myself. (That's the current project - the XFK keyer). 


I still remember a former navy radioman telling me how they had to constantly 
readjust the receiver BFO for reliable teleprinter copy of the broadcast. It 
would appear that I have re-created the experience %\i@x*x&!?= :-)

My guess is that something is amiss if it does not either blank the display 
or else just show a centered base line with no signal. A dot will soon 
burn the screen. 


All military FSC's I've seen have the "flipping line" display, like you 
have, rather then the "cross" display that is more common in amateur TU's. 
What is happening is that the scope is merely acting as a DC voltmeter 

whos vertical deflection shows the DC output voltage of the discriminator. 
The greater the shift, the greater the deflection. The object being to tune 
the signal in for equal deflection above and below center, regardless of 
the shift. In the CV-57/89 TU's, the horizontal deflection is 60 Hz sine 
wave obtained from a tap on the HV transformer winding so the line is 
always present. 


Question - What is function of the discriminator control in 

the context of a FSC? In the unit itself, the control is connected to two 
variable inductors. It almost sounds like an adjustable audio passband 
control whose setting is dependent upon the amount of 'shift' of the received 
signal (yes/no?).

Not familiar with that exact unit but I would say you are correct in that you 
are tuning or varying the passband or discriminator itself.

The W1AW transmissions are conventional RTTY format and should print 
correctly on a TTY with a 72 column wide page. Sounds like you are 
missing the LINE FEED character at times. 


The normal end-of-line sequence is SUPPOSED TO BE: RETURN, RETURN, LINE FEED, 
LTRS, LTRS to give mechanical machines time for the carriage to return.

I use a Siemens 
model 100 and I don't think it has any sort of mechanical "ltrs on space" 
device (I would be delighted to find out otherwise however). 


I got around the problem by building a (sorry) solid state logic device to 
automatically interpose a CR LF LTRS sequence on the press of a button. 
It's very useful when receiving a noisy signal.

Got a photocopy in the mail from Sheldon Wheaton last night. For you 
other R-366 owners out there, if you don't have a manual I can without 
reservation reccomend Sheldon as a source of a very nice photocopy. 
Good, clear copy attractively housed in a clear cover binder. Well 
worth the money. 


With the arrival of the manual many things are now clearer. I was 
puzzled by the presence of mounting bolts and holes at the four corners 
of the bandswitch turret. Well, they are there to mount a protective 
cover over the turret. The toggle switch on the front panel is indeed a 
modification as I had thought. Not sure what it does yet, as when I 
flip it I get no real difference in output or performance. All I know 
at this point is that it is tied into the output circuitry. Also it 
appears that the R-366 came in a case and wasn't soley a rack mount.
